& 16.41(b). 

After careful review, this Office has determined that your request does not clearly 
identify the records you are seeking. Accordingly, we ask that you provide a more specific 
description of the subject of your request. You should include the information described above, 
to the extent possible, and identify the Criminal Division Section that you believe would 
maintain responsive records.
